Scores of new senators and presentatives 
who will come Into office tomorrow mingled 
with their future associates of the two houses 
in the new Democratic congress.

Former Spéaker Cannon and Senators 
Shelby M. Cullom, veterans of many con- 
greeses, Representatives Nicholas Long- 
worth, John Dalzell, John Lamb, Samuel W.

LONDON, March 8.—One solitary man who 
succeeded in getting into a meeting of mil- 
itant suffragets at the Pavilion theater early 
thie afternoon was roughly handied. The 
Pavilion is a cheap theater where the admis- 
gion fee to the regular performances is from 3 
pence to a shilling. The suffragets imme- 
diately took the man in hand. Fifty of them 
pounced upon him, dragged him around tha 
hall and punched and pinched him. Then 
they tried to drag him on the platform for tho 
amusement of the meeting, from which all 
men had been barred. 

The man lost his temper and prevented the 
women from carrying him on the platform 
by 4 diaplay of strength and violence. He 
was not allowed to escape, however, until he 
had received further rough treatment, being 
thrown to the floor and finally pitched into 
the street through a side door. 


Crowd Handles Suffragets Roughiy. 
The feeling against the suffragets hae be- 
come so strong that 10,000 men and anti- 
euffragist women had fought with the police 
for an hour in an attempt to enter the thea- 
ter and break up the meeting. It was a dis- 
orderly scene, one of the worst witnessed 
since the suffraget agitation began.

“That woman won't leave for several days.

Chief Shaffer impatiently turned away to 
direct the great search for the missing for- 
tune. It was then 1 o'clock in the afternoon. 

At 5 o'clock the chief emerged from his 
office, scratching an ear. He called the re- 
porters. 

„Say, said he, this aln't real life. It's 
comic opera. She's gone, all right, all right, 
and she didn’t even offer a reward or hire 
detectives. Slipped away four hours ago. 
Stick a pin In me. I'm asleep.” 

An hour before Mrs. Mills’ departure from 
the hosiptal Pau! Gores, assistant manager 
of the Congress hotel, had received a tele- 
phone message from H. L. Stevens, the 
Evanston contractor wigh whose wife Mrs. 
Mills had dined just before her plunge into 
the snowstorm in which the $41,000 disap- 
peared. Mr. Stevens said Mrs. Millsintended 
to leave the city. He personally guaranteed 
the payment of her bill. He asked that her 
baggage be made ready to place on the train. 
Soon afterward an expressman appeared at 
the hotel with an order for Mrs. Mills’ bag- 
gage. It was turned over to him. An un- 
confirmed report is to the effect that the 
trunks were later checked through ſon the 
Illinois Central railroad to Memphis, Tenn. 


Every One Studiously Reticent. 

Studious reticence on the part of every- 
body connected with the case has added to 
the mystery of the case. Mrs. Mills and the 
police, together with her friends and the 
doctors, have taken the attitude that the 
theft of $41,000 is not a matter of nublie con- 
cern. } 

Intimations came from several sources 
during the day that no investigation of the 
cases would be made. 

Mrs. Mills has mot been entirely frank with 
the police. She was asked, among, other 
things, if it was true that she was divorced 
before she married her present husband, 
Eben W. Mills, and denied it. 

Chief Schaffer wired to the chief of police 
at San Antonio, who replied that Mrs. Mills 
was divorced from John E. Luter, a Pullman 
conductor, before she married Mills. She 
refused to tell why she carried such a large 
sum of currency as $41,000 about with her, 
although she admitted that previously she 
had carried $30,000 in cash from New York 
City to San Antonio. 

Early in the afternoon Mrs. H. L. Stevens 
was found guarding the entrance to her hus- 
band's private office in the Karpen bullding. 

He has not a minute to spare, she told a 
reporter. “ He came in this morning and has 
pressing business for every moment of the 
afternoon. Although there is nothing left 
to explain, I am willing to anewer qu¢stions 
for him.“ 

She left a little later, supposedly for her 
home in Bvanston. Mr. Stevens then ad- 
mitted the reporter. 

Mr. Stevens, do you employ a son of Mr. 
Mille in your company?’ 

Not at present. He is still a student at 
Texas Engineering college, and has been with 
us during a summer vacation.” 


Asked His Idea of Loss.

Was there a man who took the 
money from Mrs. Mills or did she just 
drop it?’

She is too clever a woman to drop that much 
money,” said Mr. Stevens.

“She, wae accustomed to handle large 
sums, People who are in business of a apecu- 
lative nature feel different about such things. 
A man on the board of trade does not holler if 
he makes a wrong guess and loses 880,000.“ 

I thought you were about as much inter- 
ested in boosting Texas as is Mrs. Mills. It 
sounds attractive to hear that an owner of 
Texas lands can afford to lose $40,000 and 
never look back. Brings home the richness 
and the opportunities of that state to the 
public, doesn’t it, Mr. Stevens?“ 

Aw. I don’t know where you fellows get 
your distorted ideas,’’ retorted Mr. Stevens, 
laughing. No, I'm not boosting Texas. We 
are putting up just one building there at 
present, but most of our work is outside, as 
far north ae Canada.”’

LIMITING TELEPHONE TALK. 

The request of the Chicago Telephone 
company for authority to enforce a limita- 
tion of five minutes on telephone conversa- 
tion for all classes of instruments indicates 
a method by which the service might be 
improved or might be made more aggravat-

The burden which frivolous, inconsequen- 
tial, inconsiderate use of the telephone 
places on the whole system is as great a 
nuisance to the subscribers as it is to the 
company. It is an injustice to every sub- 
scriber who restricts his use of the telephone 
to the legitimate purposes for which the 
service exists. If a sharp check were im- 
posed on the gossips who exchange the 
banalities of the season interminably, the 
service would be bettered, but unless the 
company used the authority as a discretion- 
ary power rather than an absolute rule, it 
would find irritation increasing rather than 
diminishing. 

An arbitrary operator who might be mis- 
taken as to the time the telephone had been 
in use, and who cut a connection when the 
conversation was important, would produce 
for the company an angrier subscriber than 
the busy signal ever sent to the manager's 
office, 

All telephone conversations which last 


over five minutes are not frivolous, and when 


they are not they have a right to the wire. 
If the company can find a way to check the 
gossip without annoyance to the persons who 


make a legitimate use of the service, a re- 


quest for authority to do so might well be 
granted,

CHASING THE CURE IN THE CLOUDS: 

N the cure of consumption, climate counts 

for 15 per cent. If we take two men 

with the same degree of infection, hav- 

ing about the same capacity for re- 

sisting the disease, having about the 
same amount of 3 2 2 2 
open air treatment, submitting themselves 
—＋ the same degree of control, the man who 
is in Colorado will stand a 15 per cent better 
chance than the man in IIlinois. 

If the one goes to Colorado without money 
and takes his chances in the catch as catch 
can of what is called ranching it, he will 
lose more than 15 per cent of his chance, and 
therefore Colorado will net a logs for him. 

As 80 many of the people who chase the 
cure.in the west plunge foolishly into the 
venture it is probable that the real value of 
climate is over 15 per cent rather than under 
15 per cent. 

How does climate work the cure? 
Probably some part of it is due to sunny 
days, low air humidity, dry soil, and slow 
winds. Bach of these agencies of good 
have been written about until every body 
knows of them. Recently scientists have 
been trying to discover whether altitude 
of itself is of advantage, and if eo, how. 

In 1911 some scientists from 
Pingland, and one from Yale conducted some 
studies on mountain sickness on Pike's 
peak. Incidentally they discovered that at 
high altitudes the blood is richer than at sea 
level, and that a certain blood cell called the 
lymphocyte is increased in numbers. 


~~ 

Before Metchnikoff began to study men he 
was known as a great zodlogist. He was 

especially learned in the ways of animal- 
cule, the microscopic animals which the 
boil-the-water film at the moving picture 
shows as crossing the curtain and eating up 
everything in reach. 

When Metchnikoff took up the study of 
men he found in his blood small cells called 
leucocytes. Most of these leucocytes are 
called polynuclears, because they have 
several nuclei. These polynuclear leuco- 
cytes move around like the animalcule et 
the picture show and eat up all the germs 
in reach. 

Among these active, rustling, hungry poly- 
nuclears are certain quiet leucocytes with 
but a single nucleus. These were called 


lymphocytes. 


~~ 

The tubercle bacillus is an armored 
knight, as truly armored as the knights of 
the middle ages. Its armor is wax. But 
wax to a polynuclear leucocyte is as im- 
penetrable as iron. 

Therefore, although in pneumonia, ap- 
pendicitis, and many other kinds of infection 
the white cells jump from the normal 5,000 
to 20,000 or more, and the polynuclears 
jump from the normal, 60 per cent about, 
to 80 per cent about, in consumption there 
is no considerable increase in the number 
of leucocytes and the polynuclears actually 
decrease in percentage. 

However, it has been found that the 
quieter mononuclear leucocytes called 
lymphocytes can eat the wax out of the 
consumptive germ, and then proceed to kill

KR. The investigators above referred to 
found that at high altitudes the percentage 
of lymphocytes was increased. 


~~ 

Bunting at Madison, Wis., found that the 
sturdy students of Wisconsin university had 
42 per cent of lymphocytes amongst their 
leucocytes. Harvard students had 87, and 
Colorado college 52. 

Webb at Colorado Springs found that 
children had 60 per cent and adults 44. 

The visiting scientists found that each 
O. C. of blood normally had 2,200 lympho- 
cytes, and that on Pike's peak this rose 
rapidly to 4,100, and then settled back to 
3,800, where it remained. 

In plainer words, altitude increases the 
number of those blood cells which are the 
best fighters of the consumption germ we 
have—an additional factor in that 15 per 
cent.

There is a queer mapping 
sensation in my throat when I ewallow, and 
the glande on the right side of my neck, 
back and below the jaw, become enlarged, 
although not painful. At all times, both 
guimmer and winter, there is a slight Stift- 
ness or drawing sensation over these glands 
when I bend my head to the left, but in mild 
weather there is little F any swelling. I 
have had this trouble five or six years, since 
coming east from the coast. Do you con- 
sider these symptoms indicative of any ser!- 
ous trouble? My general health is good. I 
am plump and I usually eat and sleep well. 
Is the trouble liable to increase as T grow 
older? I am 27.” 

REPLY. 

Evidently you have a chronic, mild infection of 
your nose or the back portion of your mouth. It 
frequently travels to your glands. From time to 
time you infect yourself, causing what you term 
grip. It may get better as you grow older. It 
may never kil) you, but it will keep you below 
par as long as you put up with it.

LAIOVITCH, who ie supreme mill- 

tary commandant of the military dis- 

trict of St. Petersburg, which includes 

Finland, Nijni Novgorod, Archangel, 
Psthenia, and Livonia, and who is also com- 
mander-in-chief of the Corps d Elite and the 
flower of the Russian army—namely: the di- 
vistons known as the imperia! guard—is seri- 
ousty Ul. 

For several years past he has been suffer- 
ing from a venal malady, which of late has 
become so acute as to render it impossible for 
him to stand for any length of time on his 
feet, much less to mount a horse, and which 
prevents him from fulfilling his military du- 
ties. 

As all remedies have failed, it would seem 
that his days are numbered, and that at any 
rate his usefulness as the principal mili- 
tary defender of the throne and dynasty is 
at an end.

Enjoying a well deserved reputation for 
intdgrity, the grand duke is renowned in 
army circles throughout Europe as the lead- 
ing cavalry commander and expert of his 
day. 

He greatly distinguished himself in the 
war against Turkey in 1877, and if he did not 
proceed to the front during the conflict with 
Jepan it was because the situation at home 
was so extremely serious, especially in the 
capital, where blood flowed in the. streets, 
that he was made to understand that his duty 
lay on the banks of the Newa rather than in 
Manchuria. 

He has taken an active part In the radical 
reorganization of the Russian army and of 
its various services since the Manchurian 
campaign came to an end, and has been 
particularly vigorous in his pursuit and pun- 
ishment of that dishonesty and corruption 
which became so manifest during the conflict 
with Japan, handicapping Russian opera- 
tions in the field. 

Whereas other members of the tmperial 
family have not only obstructed the emper- 
or’s liberal reforms during the last few years 
and have even gone so far as to endeavor to 
discredit him both at home and abroad, 


Nicholas Nicholaiovitch has always stood 


loyally by the czar’s side, holding aloof as 
far as possible from poltics.

He is the son of that Grand Duke Nicholas 
who was a younger brother of Alexander II., 
and who commanded Russia's military 
forces in the Balkans during the war with 
Turkey in 1877. 

Of that grand duke the less sald the bet- 
ter. His nephew, Alexander III., signatized 
his advent to the throne by depriving him of 
all his commands and by banishing: him to 
his estates, where he died unmourned, dis- 
credited, and well-nigh forgotten. 

His wife, whom he had made supremely 
unhappy, ended her days in a convent at 
Kleff, renowned for the ceverity of ita rules 
and regulations. 

He left his children with I&tle property 
and enormous Habilities. ‘ 

The poverty of his eldest son, Grand Duke 
Nicholas Nicholaiovitch, came to an end 
when he contracted a private marriage with 
the extremely wealthy widow of a Moscow 
tea merchant, who made no attempt to shine 
socially and was content to remain in the 
background under her own name. 

They lived happily together and she died 
leaving him the whole of her large fortune,

After some years of widowerhood, he mar- 
ried one of the elder daughters of King Nich- 
olas of Montenegro after she had obtained 
a divorce, with the consent of the czar, from 
her former husband, the late duke of Leuch- 
tenberg. 

She is a handsome and striking looking 
woman of the tall, Junoesque type, her low 
forehead, raven tresses, heavily marked eye- 
brows, perfecily modeled eyes, well apart, 
somber, large, and lustrous, her straight fa- 
cia? line, classical mouth and chin, cheeks 
firm and round, and intensely expressive and

sensitive nostrils indicating Balkan birth 
and origin. 

She had been entirely separated from the 
Duke of Leuchtenberg for years before she 
divorced him. She is an elder sister of 
Queen Helen of Italy. There are no chil- 
dren.

In all the obituaries of Lord Nelson, who 
died at the age of 90, on Feb. 25, it is stated 
that the hereditary pension of $25,000 a year 
granted to the heirs of the great admtral 
who won the victory of Trafalgar had ex- 
pired, having been granted for three lives 
only. 

This is a mistake. By the act of parliament 
46, George III., Cap. 146, it was expressly 
provided that the hereditary pension of $25,- 
000 should continue as long as there was any 
bearer of the title of Karl Nelson, only ceas- 
ing when the peerage, by reason of the fail- 
ure Of male heirs, becomes extinct. 

On that occasion the Trafalgar house es- 


tate in Wiltshire, purchased by the nation for 


$500,000 and entailed to the bearers of the 
title of Earl Nelson, will revert to the crown. 
all é 

The new Earl Nelson's brother has no less 
than five sons, and moreover he has a num- 
ber of cousins, all in the line of succession. 

Even should all these descendants of the 
second Earl Nelson die out, the peerages, the 
hereditary pension, and the Trafalgar houge 
estate would fall to the male heirs of the 
great admiral's younger sister, Catherine 
Nelson, wife of George Matcham of Aghfeld 
lodge, Shaugham, Sussex, who has a long line 
of descendants. 

Under the circumstances therefore there 
is every prospect that the British treasury 
will be called upon to pay the Nelson pen- 
sion for many years to come.

Nor is tbe new earl descended from the 
great admiral'e clergyman brother, as was 
implied by the obituaries, 

True, the earldom, the Trafalgar house 
estate, and the $25,000 annuity were vested in 
this reverend brother of the admiral after the 
latter’s glorious death in the battle of Tra- 
talgar. 

However, as this first Earl Nelson's only 
son predeceased him, the peerages, the pen- 
gion, and the estate were devised so as to de- 
scend after his death to the heire male of 
his elder sister, Susannah Nelson, married 
to Thomas Bolton, and, failing such heirs, to 
those of his younger sister, Mrs. Matcham. 

The second earl was the son of Mrs. Bol- 
ton and nephew of the great admiral, and 
the new Part Nelson is his grandson, a great- 
grandnephew therefore of the victor of 
Trafalgar. 


= 

Baron de Chassiron, who has just deen 
gazetted as a bankrupt in London, is, in 
spite of his French name and title, to all in- 
tents and purposes an Englishman. He is 
the son of the late Princess Caroline Murat, 
granddaughter of Joachim Murat, king of 
Naples, and of Caroline Bonaparte, sister of 
the first Napoleon. 

Caroline Murat, born and educated at Bor- 
dentown, N. J., became infatuated after her 
arrival in France with a Baron de Chassi- 
ron, a good-looking young French officer of 
encient family, and, much to the annoyance 
of her family, including her cousin, Louis 
Napoleon, then president of the French re- 
public, soon afterward Emperor Napoleon 
III., she insisted upon marrying him. 

Baron de Chassiron died in 1871, and a few 
months later she married John Garden of 
Redisham, one of the big tandowners and 
county magnates of Suffolk. 

She recently came before the public rather 
prominently in connection with a particy- 
larly venomous book of memoirs, in every 
line of which her intense aversion to Em- 
press Eugenie is apparent. 

Princess Caroline survived Mr. Garden for 
a number of years, and on her death be- 
queathed most of her money and property to 
her son by her first marriage. 

He married not long ago the widow of the 
Rev. William John Criehtea.

Elkins, chairman. of the C. A. T. A, commit- 
tee, the mayor was accused of either delib- 
erately misstating facts when he says he 
thinks that automobile owners have no cause 
for complaint, or he is so woefully ignorant 
of conditions existing in the city that it leads 
one to wonder how he can pose as mayor and 
direct the affairs of a city the size of Chi- 
cago. 


Motorists Denied Rights. 

“The city has collected hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in license fees and fines 
which it is not entitled te,” says the report, 
“and when an auto owner is hauled into court 
for any alleged violation of the law he is en- 
titled to and should have the same right to 
testify and have his evidence weighed as has 
the police officer who arrests him. Under 
the present system he doesn’t have that priv- 
llege. 

“For the information of the mayor, we 
wand to state that we are getting along with 
our campaign in much better shape and re- 
ceiving more cordial codperation from all 
of the dealers on Automobile row than our 
wildest hopes led us to believe possible.

Why McGraw Let AlBridwell Go, 


and Sketch of Shortstop’s Career.

A, Fia., March 38.—([Speciai.j—Al- 
bert H. Bridwell, whose prefixes have 
been shortened up until he is known 
everywhere as Al,“ is one of. the 
mighty few professional ball players 

who do not believe picturesque or rough stuff 
language is any assistance to playing the 
game. Bridwell always has confined himself 
to a Websterian vocabulary, without any 
of the usual baseball trimminga and there- 
by hangs a tale which in part explains his 
presence on the Cub roster. 

John McGraw, lke the average major 
league manager, spares no one when criti- 
cismm is needed.

In the middle of 1911 McGraw had his 
chance to get square with Bridwell for the 
three years of suppressed language the Giant 
leader had suffered, so traded him off to Bos- 
ton. It was a good trade for New York be- 
cause Brid had contracted malarie in St. Louls 
that spring and was out of shape most of 
the first half of the year. 

McGraw was fighting for a pennant and 
saw a chance to get Herzog to strengthen his 
infield without giving up any immediate 
strength. Inetead of setting forth the facta 
in the case McGraw gave it out that Bridwell 
was tod old and slowing up. That Squared 
him with Gotham just as well as if he had 
proclaimed Bridwell’s sickness.

The shortstopper is regarded as a veteran 
because he has been in fast company 80 
long, but he has just passed his twenty- 
ninth birthday, He was born in Portsmouth, 
O., on Jan. 4, 1884, and began playing ball 
when he was 18. That was in 1902 in Semi- 
professional company around Portsmouth, 

Bobby Quinn, the indefatigable scout, dis- 
covered Bridwell and took him to Columbus 
for a tryout, then loaned him to Atlanta for 
the season of 1003. Brid. was recalled to 
Columbus and played short regularly during 
1004. He was sold to Cincinnati that fall. 
Consequently he had only two years of minor 
league experience. 

During 1905 Bridwell subbed at short for 
Tommy Corcoran and played some at third 
base, then was traded to Boston for Dela- 
hanty. When Corcoran was through Cincin- 
nati had no shortstop, and has had none since 
until the big deal landed Tinker.

Another thing that has made Bridweli seem 
older than he is can be found in the number 
of big trades in which he has figured. After 
playing with Boston in 1906 and 1907 he was 
secured by McGraw in the winter of 1907 by a 
deal which involved eight players. Boston 
gave Bridwell, Needham, and Tenney in ex- 
change for Dahlen, Bowerman, Ferguson, 
MoGann, and Browne. 

The first year Bridwell was a Giant he fig- 
ured prominentiy in the prints because he 
was the lad who made the hit that would 
have won a pennamt if Merkie had not forgot- 
ten to touch second. Before the Gilante re- 
covered from that blow and did win a fag—in

I happened te meet Mra. Pryce, a teacher 
of domestic economy who has done education- 
al work in this line, as she was escorting a 
company of young women, some married, some 
single, to a market. The object of the trip 
was to teach the young women the “art of 
the butcher.” With this Knowledge, Mrs. 
Pryce said, her students would be prepared 
to splilt their meat bill by half. 

What Mrs. Pryce said was more interesting 
and significant than anything I could gay on 
the subject, so permit me to quote her: 

“No woman is really capable of maintain- 
ing her household economically and intelli- 
gently until she has acquired a full knowledge 
of the various cuts of meat, how to select and 
purchase them, how to uttlise the various 
pleces to the best advantage, and how to cook 
them. The average butcher is willing and 
anxious to cotperate with the sensible house- 
wife who desires to make this study and 
thereby save on her meat bill. The relations 
between butcher and purchaser will be made 
more agreeable and business will be transact- 
ed more quickly and effectively. When I say 
that a woman with a practical knowledge of 
meat cuts and how to buy and use them can 
Save at least 50 per cent on her meat bill I 
am not exaggerating the slightest bit. The 
trouble with most of our women is that they 
do their meat buying in a haphazard way and 
then complain of their meat bills. If we want 
to be economical, why pay $1.47 for a cut of 
tenderloin of beef when you can purchase the 
same quantity of choice leg of mutton for 
about 65 cents, and this, carefully prepared 
and served with dressing and jelly, is as good 
as any tenderloin of beef?

Substitute for Maple Syrup. 


In other years when we lived in a small town 
we manufactured a substitute for maple sirup 
for our home consumption, This winter we 
have done the same thing again, although the 
methods were different. A quarte~ Cozen each 
of clean white and red corncobs were boiled 
together until a liquor resulted from the proec- 
ess. This was strained and added to a quan- 
tity of granulated sugar and water sufficient 
to produce the desired amount of sirup. This 
finished product, after necessary boiling, al- 
though colorless, had a most delightful flavor 
and was a good substitute for maple sirup. 
The bark of the hickory tree was also used 
with equal if not greater results.

Whether there is anything unlawful about 

. bribing an assistant state's attorney is the 

question raised by former State's Attorney 
John E. W. Wayman before Judge Windes. 

Mr. Wayman made a motion to quagh the 
indictment against Joseph Clarke, public 
insurance adjuster charged with attempting 
to bribe Assistant State's Attorney Edwin J. 
Raber with $250, to prevent the indictment 
of two alleged firebugs. 

The point made by Mr. Wayman was that 
Assistant States Attorney Raber is not a 
public official. He argued Raber, an assist - 
ant appointed by the etate’s attorney, is 
Merely an assistant to a public official. The 
indictment charges the attempt to bribe was 
made on “Edwin J. Raber, acting state's 
attotney.“ Mr. Wayman insisted Maclay 
Hoyne, state's attorney, was at work in his 

“office at the time of the alleged bribery at- 
' tempt.

WATERED STOCK 
FINDS DEFENDER 


— — 


Chicago Capitalist Says It Rep- 
resents Brain Assets of 
Corporation. 


PUTS VALUE ON ABILITY. 


Rufus C. Dawes, in Address, 
Urges Fight on Measure 
Curbing Practice. 


In a defense of watered stock as repre- 
senting the brains of a corporation as distin- 
guished from the actual physical assets, 
Rufus C. Dawes, Chicago unancier, yester- 
dey declared in an address before the Mon- 
day Lunch club of the Chicago Telephone 
company that any law tending to curb the 
issuance of such stock would be a fraud 
againet industry and ability. 

He took issue with the statement of Pres!- 
dent Elect Wilson that concerns which had 
no ‘watered stock would prosper better than 
those that had, and urged legislation legal- 
izing the leeuance of certificates without par 
value which might represent the right to 
share in profits, but which by the absence of 
a stated face value would be less liable to the 
abuses of spéculation. 


Brains Entitled to Share. 

„ Shall law intervene,” said Mr. Dawes, 
“and say that contributions of brains and 
industry shall have no stock interest exceps 
by paying for it dolar for dollar? This would 
be a fraud against brains and industry. It 
would put the dollar above the man. Ever 
since corporations have been used, brains and 
industry and money bave each had its due 
recognition, and the issues of stock have 
been such from the beginning that the par 
value of stock has had no ascertainable 
ratio to the actual cash cost of the property 
acquired, and corporations have been In use 
long enough to fix firmly in the mind the 
idea that there is a distinction between par 
value and actual value, and that the latter, 
whatever it may be at first, is always 
changing. 

“ To announce and enforce by law that the 
cash originally invested in property owifed 
by a stock company must be equal in amount 
to the stock issued by that company may be 
a guarantee as to the value of stock before 
that capital is invested; but after such in- 
vestment the stock will become worth more 
or worth less, depending upon whether the 
enterprise succeeds or fails. Suppose it to 
fail, and many do fail, then the stock has 
no value. How could a prospective pur- 
chaser of this worthless stock be protected 
against his impulse to buy upon the assump- 
tion that, having been pald in full, it must 
therefore have value? 


Stock Not Measure of Value. 

Everybody who knows what a stock cer- 
tificate is, knows that it is not a measure of 
values. He knows it confers a proportionate 
ownership. To determine its value he must 
know the total value of the property owned 
and opportunity controlled by the company, 
and the total stock issued by that company. 

„The other charge against watered stock 
is that unfair profits are taken in order to 
pay dividends on it. It would surely beawful 
to cont e the earnings required to pay 
dividends on all watered stock. But has 
any one noticed that those companies with- 
out watered stock, comparatively speaking, 
are not trying just as earnestly to make 
money as companies with plenty of watered 
stock are? Every well conducted company 
ought to use, and’ does use, every effort 
within the Umits of the civil and moral law 
to make as much profit for its stockholders 
as it poseibly can.“ 


Offers Remedial Law. 

In the event that watered stock Gould be 
abolished by law, and the concensus of opin- 
ion among our publſe men, Mr. Dawes said, is 
that it “must go,“ he would favor legislation 
legalizing the issuance of certificates without 
par value, which might represent the right 
to share in profits, but which by the absence 
of a stated face value would be less liable to 
the abuses of speculation. He concluded 
urging his hearers to advocate such a law.

N. ©. Sears Says Wilkerson In- 
timidates Fraud Witnesses. 


$10,000,000 CASE TO TRIAL. 


Judge Landis Refuses to Heed Defend- 
ant’s General Protest. . 


A clash between United States District 
Attorney Wilkerson and Attorney Nathaniel 
O. Sears occurred in Judge Landis court 
yesterday at the opening skirmish in the 
trial of Albert C. Frost and five other de- 
fendants charged with defrauding the gov- 
ernment out of $10,000,000 worth of Alaskan 
coal lands. 

Mr. Sears charged the government attor- 

neys with unfairness in keeping secret the 
whereabouts of government witnesses and 
demanded the court to make a general ruling 
permitting the coungel for the defense to in- 
terview them. 
Judge Landis refused to comply with the 
motion, declaring he would rule if the law- 
yers for the defense produced a specific in- 
stance of where a government witness re- 
fused to discuss the case with Frost's law- 
yers. 

Govermment Gets Mote Time. 
Selecting of a jury was continued until 
Thursday morning to give the government 
time in which to prepare additional evidence 
gathered from a number of witnesses who 
arrived in Chicago during the day from the 
west. 

“Your honor, the government has taken 
an attitude in this case that is placing the 
defense in an unfair disadvantage,” paid At- 
torney Sears. A number of witnesses from 
@ great distance, from the far west and 
Alaska, are here now, and it is altogether 
possible they have facts the defense would 
like to have a record of. 

“It is possible some of them could be 
placed on the stand as witnesses both for 
the government and the defense. We can- 
not determine this without interviewing them. 


Attack District Attorney. 
“We find, however, that some of these 
witnesses have the idea they are in some 
manner the property of the government and 
that it would be improper for them to talk 
about the case to representatives of the de- 
fense, 
The loca) district attorney has refused to 
give us the addresses of witnesses; and he 
has taken a stand that I do not believe is 
sanctioned by Mr. Townsend, the assistant 
attorney general fn charge of the case.” 
“Judge Townsend, is it correct, as Judge 
Sears has said, that the district attorney has 
taken a stand that is at odds with your judg- 
ment in this matter?’ asked Judge Landis. 
“No, your honor. I concur in everything
